The Maritime Battle Fought 
Which Cost Two Lives 



Here 



it has been nearly 20 years since the tragedy 
occurred on the river nearly opposite this city 
in which Major A. J. Harrington, Deputy I'nited 
States Marshal, and Captain James Taylor of 
the steamer Kate Dixon lost their liven. 

The avent took place shortly after i> o'clock 
in the afternoon of Tuesday. June t'.th, 1870. 

The Dixon had been libeled in the United 
States Court at I^ouisville. and was attempting 
to escape, when Major Harrington, under orders 
from General BM H. Murray. Unites! States 
Marshall, chartered the steamer Champion at 
■Cincinnati and started in pursuit 

He passed her at Ripley, but came on to this 
-city for reinforcements, and intercepted her 
about opposite the present C. and 0. Station. 

When Major Harrington attempted to board 
Che Dixon, Captain Taylor shot him dead. 

In a twinkle, some one tired from the roof 
of the Champion and killed Taylor instantly. 

Aside from its tragic phase, the occurrence 
created considerable caustic comment at the 
time, at so many persons were not yet ready 
to recognize any man who was clothed with 
authority by I'ncle Sam.

Duty Imposed By England Affects 
Kentucky in Many Ways 



Besides throwing out of employment about 
5.<>0n persons in Kentucky and Tennessee, the 
new duty imposed by the British Parliament on 
stripped tobacco will hsve the effect of reduc- 
ing the efficiency of several other branches of 
the tobacco trade, particularly the manufacture 
of fertilizer made from the stems and the manu- 
facture of extract made from the same. 

Louisville is not directly affected, the chief 
points in Kentucky being Henderson and 'Jwens- 
bero. 

The extent to which the industry has been 
affected can be approximated when it is con- 
sidered that between yt,0Q0,HX) and 70,000,- 
000 pounds of tobacco were shipped annually 
to England. This will now be stripped in 
Engl ind. and it is said a company has been 
organized there to take over the stems and 
utiliZ' them as they were utilized here.
